After the specialist hns detcrmed 


exactly how much damage hns been 
done, he then considers the possibili- 
ties for bringing about relief or cure, 
His first stop is usually the correction 
of deformities. Of course, if the ortho- 
pedic surgeon has been called in con- 
sultation early, ho may prevent,many 
deformities by seeing to it thnt the 
tissues arc kept in proper position dur- 
ing the actlte stages of the disease. In 
the correction of the deformities plas- 
ter casts, braces and splints are used. 


However, in .some instances the de- 


formity is so great thnt It is impossible 
to secure a successful result by this 
long procedure. A number of surgical 
operations have been developed which 
bring about » more rnpid result, al- 
though occasionally not so good a one. 


For example, if the ligrfmtnt in the 


back of the heel is unduly contracted 
or if there has been a severe contrac- 
tion of the muscles of the calf of the 
leg. it may be possible to lengthen these 
muscles 
by 
stretching them 
with 


weights. It is also possible, however, 
to secure lengthening by doing an open 
operation, exposing the tendon and 
lengthening it. 


One of the most interesting of recent- 


ly developed reparntive operations is 
transplantation of muscles in order to 
restore the balance or muscle power. 
Unfortunatel,v 
thest1 operations 
are 


rarely .completely successful. Ten or 
IS years ago the possibility was np- 
proached with a grcut deael of enthus- 
iasm, but .nowadays we luive begun 
lo be able to evnUmtc the results. 


In sonic of these operations muscles 


of one group which pull in a certain 
direction may bo released from their 
attachments and nttnchcd to other 
hones so as to pull In the opposite 
direction. Obviously such an opera- 
tion demands a thorough knowledge 
of the muscles and of the mechanics 


of muscle action. In the forearm, f 
example, (he muscles may be shi 
about nl the will of the surgeon to 
place those that are paralyzed. Re 
a muscle is moved, however, it 
In? determined that it has the 
to tin the work that will be demanded ?* 
of it in its new location and that i t > 
will be possible in this new location to ' 
give it a relatively straight, pull so that ' 
it can work at a good 'mechanical ad- 
vantage.

Fears Jap Action 


Yellow Empire Took 800,- 


000 Rales Before Treaty 


Was Broken 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. — (/TV- Abrogation 


of the Japanese trade treaty mny result 
in the United States losing n major 
part of its annual 800,000-bnlo cotton 
export business with Japan, Everett R. 
Cook, president of the Cotton Resenrch 
Foundation, said Monday. 


Cook said that since denunciation of 


!))£> treaty "we have had to stop offer- 
ing cotton to Japan" because of dis- 
turbed conditions there and Ihe possi- 
bility of Jnpwip.se embargoes. 


Japanese 
importers, lie declared, 


have been buying American cotton nnd 
paying for it nfter its arrival in that 
country. "The principal risks on this 
type of business to which shippers are 
subjected are blocked exchange, requi- 
sitions and confiscation, on which no 
iivniriince is available." 


Cook said that the problem of cash- 


on-arrival shipments might be over- 
co'm'e by pending legislation increas- 
ing the capital of the Export-Import 
bank.

—and movie companies have less dif- 
ficulty there than anywhere in the 
Orient. 


Goodman admitted, though, that con- 


tinuity isn't as important as you'd 
think because a lot of natives don't 
understand our stories anyway and 
make up their own interpretations for 
them. "In the interior 61 China, when 
a house is crowded and the 'manager 
wants to speed up the show." said 
Goodman, "he may just leave out a 
couple of reels. The audience never 
knows the difference." 


Plenty of Problems 


Low admission prices in the Orient— 


in Japan you .can see a double bill of 
first-run, top-bracket pictures for U 
cents—are just simply an economic re- 
quirement. But the huge populations 
provide a vast potential audience that 
contributes a great deal of money— 
oven after the losses in discounting 
those currencies. Of course an enorm- 
ous number of people never have seen 
a movie and never will, as in India, 
where the average wage scale of the 
350,000,000 is about ?2 a year. 


In Japan, China and India, Holly- 


wood now must compete with native 
pictures and against protective quotas 
and rising import duties. Taxes on 
American pictures have doubled in In- 
dia every year for three years. Hol- 
lywood realizes that better native pic- 
tures would frnprove the market for 
everyone, but foreign companies re- 
main suspicious of American offers of 
technical aid.
